The  Hall  of  Fame  at  Dummer 
Academy  has  put  a  new  niche  in  the 
chamber  of  honors  to  accommodate 
Gilbert  M.  Smith  '21  and  now  of  the 
Dummer  faculty,  who  has  shared  in 
the  editorship  of  a  new  French  text- 
book recently  published  by  the  Mac- 
Millan  Publishing  Company  of  New 
York.  Mr.  Smith  graduated  from 
Saint  Stephens  College  in  1925,  and 
it  was  during  his  senior  year  there 
that  he  collaborated  with  Professor 
James  H.  Wilson,  Head  of  the  De- 
partment of  Romance  Languages,  to 
produce  this  book.  The  production  is 
an  abridged  edition  of  Notre  Dame  de 
Paris  by  Victor  Hugo,  the  recognized 
masterpiece  of  the  French  historical 
novel,  and  the  idea  is  unique.  In  the 
original  the  story  covers  close  to 
eight  hundred  pages  which  is  of 
course  not  suitable  for  classroom 
work.  Mr.  Wilson  and  Mr.  Smith, 
however,  have  eliminated  many  phil- 
osophical and  architectural  disserta- 
tions from  the  complete  work.  The 
text  followed  is  Oeiivres  Completes 
de  Victor  Hugo,  Hetzel  Quantin, 
Paris  with  a  few  insignificant 
changes  necessitated  by  the  omissions. 
The  text  is  suitable  for  secnod  year 
French,  and  there  is  an  ample  supply 
of  notes  and  idiomatic  constructions 
plus  a  well  prepared  vocabulary.  Mr. 
Smith  is  to  be  highly  congratulated 
on  his  work  on  this  book.
